THf.WART HOG. 


U la Ona of the Moat Ctrotdcque Ani- 


mtlc In Existence. 


To the naturalist who closely stud- 


ies nnliunl life It sometimes Appears us 
If nature liml either deliberately 8*.. to 
work to form wolnl and curious crea- 
tures or olso had been cnfKrcd iu ex- 
periments, for thcrr nre birds and nnl- 
mals which might !« accused of betng 
made up of odds ai d ends. 


One of the mo*t grotesque animals In 


existence Is tlic wart bog of Africa, 
called by the Boors the VJaktevark pig 
of the plains. 


It stands atout thirty laches In 


height, has a hu^c disproportionate • 
hoad. with eyes set very high up, nud ) 
large protruding tusks. These are ex- 
actly opposite thosr of other |ilgs, the 
upper ones being much longer than 
those In the lower jaw and sometimes 
attaining n length of over twenty, 
Inches. 


But the most unusual feature of this 


curious looking creature ^nd tho one 
from which It derives Its name Is the 
great wart just l>elow each eye. a 
smaller one appearing between each 
tusk and the large wart above It.

Fortunately they 
do rtot all bite, and tlie contagion of 
yellow fever is carried by only one of 
them. Certain genera, technically called 
megarhluus, psorophora and lutzia, are 
Hound, which instead of spreading, any 
disease hostile to men wage war. on 
their weaker conslns aud at times even 
on their brothers and sisters. The yel- 
low fever mosquito, the ouly Kind in 
America spreading this infection, sci- 
entifically called stegomyia. Is very 
scarce. It is possible to live for weeks 
on the line of the canal without seolng 
a single specimen. This mosquito Is a 
strictly domestic insect, never Pound 
away from man. It breeds only In 
artificial leceptacles, such as barrels, 
water coolers, bottles and tin cans In 
nnd around human habitations.—Chi- 
cago .News.

thrilled their soul. "The man who 
treads Mount Etna," wrote one of 
these, "Is a man above tlie world. 
Every river on the Island can be traced 
from Its mouth to its source. 


"The characters," the same writer 


continues, "of all the climates of the 
earth can be detected—the frigid close 
aronnd one, the temperate with Its belt 
of trees just underneath aud the trop- 
ical at the base of the mountain, with 
its vineyards and luxuriant groves. 
The great ocean around, with the is- 
lands of Lipari, Panari, Alicudl, Strom- 
boll and Volcano, wltu their smoking 
summits, appears under your feet, and 
you look down upon the whole of 
Sicily as upon a map."

Adhesive Cggs of Fishes. 


Among the fishes which produce ad- 


hesive eggs are the little black head 
minnow (Pimephales promelas) and the 
goldnah. The mate blackhead d«poslta 
the fecundated eggs singly upon the 
underside of leaves of water plants 
and watches them unceasingly until 
hatched. The egg^of ttie goldfish are 
deposited singly upon the weeds and 
mosses In a similar manner by the 
male fish. The eggs of tbe yellow percb 
are held together In narrow strips ot 
ribbons of a glutinous character: Ad- 
hesive eggs of other species, as the 
black baas, sunflsh, catflshes, etc., are 
deposited In masses In shallow nests or 
depressions on the bottom, and still 
other species deposit their spawn in 
variously shaped adhesive masses upon 
water plants, roots and submerged ob- 
jects.
